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The  births  show  a  decrease,  being  178,  with  a  rate  of  26.10 
for  1907,  against  199,  with  a  rate  of  29.66  for  1906. 

The  total  deaths  number  97,  an  increase  of  12  over  those  of 
the  previous  year. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  would  appear  to  be 
mostly  from  general  causes,  but  an  increase  was  shown  from 
Measles,  Croup,  and  Premature  Births,  together  accounting  for 
14  deaths. 

The  Zymotic  Death  rate  shows  a  considerable  increase  over 
the  previous  year,  attributable  to  Measles  and  Croup,  which 
made  a  total  of  8  deaths,  as  compared  with  3  the  previous  year. 

The  Infantile  Death  rate  increased  from  100 .50  in  1906,  to 
123.59  in  1907.  This  increase  is  largely  accounted  for  by  the  6 
deaths  from  premature  birth,  which  strangely  all  occurred  in 
Shevington. 

Phthisis.  The  number  of  Deaths  from  this  cause  was  3, 
being  the  same  number  as  for  the  previous  year. 

Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases.  The  number  of  Notifica¬ 
tions  received  was  47,  being  an  increase  of  18  as  compared  with 
1906.  They  were  made  up  as  follows:  Diphtheria  and  Croup  12, 
Erysipelas  14,  Scarlet  Fever  18,  and  Enteric  Fever  3. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act.  No  legal  action  has 
been  necessary,  all  requirements  having  been  complied  with. 

Drains ,  Sewage  and  Sewage  Disposal.  The  drains  are 
generally  in  good  condition. 


Cleansing  and,  Scavenging .  This  is  carried  out  by  contract, 
and  is  satisfactorily  done. 

Factories  and  W 'orkshops  Act.  These  have  been  inspected, 
and  found  to  be  satisfactory, 
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Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops .  These  have  been  in¬ 

spected,  and  found  to  be  kept  clean  and  in  a  sanitary  condition. 

Lodging  Houses.  There  are  none  in  the  District. 

Water  Supply.  In  some  of  the  districts  this  is  by  a  public 
service,  and  in  others  is  obtained  from  deep  wells,  and  is  all  of 
good  quality. 

Nuisances.  Notices  have  been  served  in  21  cases,  19  of 
which  have  been  remedied,  whilst  2  are  in  course  of  abatement. 
No  legal  action  has  been  necessary. 

Disinfection  This  is  carried  out  by  fumigation  by  means 
of  sulphur,  and  in  cases  where  diseases  of  infectious  character 
have  existed,  the  houses  have  been  fumigated  and  lime  washed. 


8HEVINGTON. 

The  births  show  a  decline  in  number  from  75  in  1906,  to 
58  for  last  year,  with  a  corresponding  decrease  in  the  rate  of 
40.10  to  30  81  respectively. 

The  total  deaths  show  a  decline  from  33  in  1906  to  27  in 
1907,  whilst  the  rates  are  relatively  diminished  from  17.64  and 
14.34. 

This  number  included  6  deaths  in  infants  prematurely  born, 
but  for  which  the  death  rate  would  have  been  considerably  lower. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Enteritis,  Puerperal  Fever, 
Heart  Disease,  Accidents,  or  Suicide. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Phthisis  or  Cancer,  but  Tuber¬ 
cular  disease  ( other  than  Pulmonary)  contributed  2  cases,  whilst 
Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  were  the  causes  of  4  deaths.

Infantile  Deaths.  The  deaths  in  infants  under  1  year 
showed  a  decrease  of  1  as  compared  with  a  total  of  11  in  1906. 
The  number  was  made  up  of  the  6  premature  deaths  previously 
referred  to,  the  remainder  being  due  to  chest  affections  and  the 
result  of  measles  and  whooping  cough. 

Zymotic  Deaths.  These  were  only  2  in  number,  and  both 
were  attributable  to  Measles  and  its  complications. 

Zymotic  Enteritis.  The  district  was  singularly  free  during 
the  summer  months  from  this  affection,  and  no  deaths  were 
attributed  to  it. 

Phthisis.  No  deaths  were  attributable  to  this  cause. 

Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases.  The  number  of  cases 
notified  increased  from  6  to  13,  and  were  made  up  of  4  Scarlet 
Fever,  3  Diphtheria,  and  6  Erysipelas.  No  deaths  occurred 
from  these  causes. 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  District  has  been  quite  free  from 
Enteric  Fever. 

Bousing  of  the  Working  Glasses  Act.  No  legal  action  has 
been  necessary,  all  our  requirements  having  been  complied  with. 

Drains ,  Sewage  and  Sewage  Disposal.  The  Sewerage  Scheme 
for  the  District  is  still  in  abeyance,  but  it  is  reasonably  hoped 
that  the  matter  will  be  proceeded  with  in  the  near  future. 

At  present  the  sewage  disposal  is  by  means  of  cesspools, 
which  overflow  into  ditches,  watercourses,  or  on  to  agricultural 
land.  The  nightsoil  is  removed  by  contract,  and  is  also  disposed 
of  on  agricultural  land. 

Factories  and  Workshops.  These  have  been  inspected  and 
found  satisfactory. 

Dairies ,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops.  These  have  been  also 
inspected,  and  have  had  considerable  improvements  carried  out. 
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Lodging  Houses.  There  are  none  of  these  in  the  District. 

Water  Supply .  This  is  of  excellent  quality,  and  continuous 
in  its  supply. 

Disinfection  is  carried  out  by  means  of  fumigation  from 

sulphur. 

Slaughter  Houses.  There  is  only  1  within  the  District, 
which  has  been  inspected,  and  is  well  looked  after. 

Offensive  Trades.  There  is  only  1  such  trade  carried  on 
within  the  District.  The  premises  have  been  inspected,  and  no 
complaint  has  been  made  with  reference  to  it.

WRIGHTIN  G1TON . 

The  births  show  an  increase  in  number,  being  59  for  1907, 
whilst  those  for  1906  were  54.  The  birth  rate  is  28.24,  against 
26.81  for  1906. 

The  total  deaths  show  an  increase  over  the  previous  year, 
being  37  for  1907,  against  31  in  1906.  The  rates  are,  17.71  for 
1907,  against  15.11  for  1906. 

The  number  includes  8  deaths  in  infants  under  1  year. 

Infantile  Deaths.  The  deaths  in  infants  under  1  year 
shows  an  increase  of  4  over  1906,  being  4  for  1906,  as  against 
8  for  1907.  The  majority,  namely,  5,  were  due  to  debility  and 
inanitation  from  birth.  The  remaining  3  being  due  to  Diph¬ 
theria,  Convulsions,  and  Umbilical  Hemorrhage. 

Zymotic  Deaths.  These  were  only  2  in  number,  and  were 
both  attributable  to  Diphtheria. 

Zymotic  Enteritis.  The  district  was  entirely  free  during 
the  summer  months  from  this  affection,  and  no  deaths  were 
attributed  to  it. 

Phthisis.  This  was  the  cause  of  1  death,  against  2  in  the 
previous  year.  I  am  glad  to  find  that  the  rate  lias  decreased, 
whilst  deaths  from  other  Tubercular  affections  are  absent- 


Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases.  The  number  of  cases 
notified  were  15  for  1907,  against  14  for  1906.  These  were  made 
up  as  follows:  Diphtheria  5,  Erysipelas  4,  Scarlet  Fever  5,  and 
Enteric  1. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act.  No  action  has  been 
found  necessary.  Very  few  working  class  cottages  have  been 
erected,  though  apparently  there  is  no  shortage  of  houses. 

Drains ,  Sewage  and  Sewage  Disposal.  This,  as  formerly,  is 
by  means  of  cesspools,  with  overflow  on  to  land  and  into  ditches. 

Nightsoil  is  removed  by  contract,  and  disposed  of  on  agri¬ 
cultural  land.  In  the  Appley  Bridge  portion  of  the  district, 
there  are  a  number  of  pail  closets,  which  are  also  dealt  with  by 
the  contractor  without  complaint  from  the  users. 

Factories  and  W orkshops.  There  is  only  1  factory  in  the 
township ;  this  has  been  inspected  and  always  found  satisfac¬ 
tory.  The  work  places  have  also  been  inspected  with  similar 
result. 

Dairies ,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops.  These  have  been  in¬ 
spected  and  found  in  fair  condition. 

Lodging  Houses.  There  are  none  in  the  District. 

Water  Supply.  Appley  Bridge  district  has  a  constant 
public  supply  from  the  Upholland  District  Council,  whilst  the 
Hiill-dale  portion  of  the  township  has  a  supply  from  the  Parbold 
authorities. 

Mossy  Lea  portion  of  the  district  still  lacks  a  public  ser¬ 
vice,  but  a  scheme  is  under  consideration  by  which  it  is  hoped 
that  this  portion  of  the  township  will  soon  be  supplied. 

It  may  also  be  possible  that  the  High  Moor  district  will  be 
supplied  from  the  same  source,  but  this  is  a  question  for  further 
consideration,  though  at  present  there  is  a  fair  supply  from  wells 
of  good  quality,  but  of  hard  nature,  and  the  wells  require  atten¬ 
tion  on  behalf  of  cleanliness. 
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Disinfection  This  is  carried  out  by  the  officials  of  the 
Council  by  means  of  fumigation  from  sulphur. 

Slaughter  Houses.  There  is  only  1  in  the  township,  which 
has  been  inspected  on  several  occasions,  and  certain  improve¬ 
ments  recommended  have  been  carried  out.

The  births  show  a  heavy  decline,  being  9,  with  a  rate  of 
14.28  for  1907,  against  18  and  a  rate  of  28.93  for  the  previous 
year. 

The  total  deaths  number  4,  being  a  decline  of  1,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  1906,  whilst  the  rates  are  6.34  and  8.03  respectively. 

Of  the  4  deaths,  1  was  due  to  Influenza,  1  Heart  Disease, 
1  Gastritis,  and  1  Apoplexy. 

There  were  no  infantile  deaths. 

Zymotic  Enteritis.  No  deaths  occurred  from  Zymotic 
disease. 

Phthisis.  No  deaths  were  attributable  to  this  cause. 

Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases.  Only  2  cases  were 
notified  during  the  year,  being  exactly  the  same  number  as  in 
1906.  Both  these  cases  were  Scarlet  Fever,  and  both  recovered. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act.  No  action  has  been 
necessary  under  this  Act. 

There  is  no  scarcity  of  houses,  and  those  which  exist  are  in  a 
sanitary  condition. 

Drains ,  Sewage  and  Sewage  Disposal .  The  proposed  sewage 
scheme  is  not  yet  begun,  but  the  system  in  operation  at  the 
present  time,  namely,  by  cesspools  and  drainage  into  ditches 
answers  fairly  well,  and  no  nuisance  as  far  as  can  be  ascertained 
arises  from  this  source. 

Factories  and  Workshops.  These  are  very  few  in  number, 
and  have  been  inspected,  with  satisfactory  results 

Dairies ,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops.  These  have  been  in¬ 
spected  and  found  to  be  clean  and  well  kept. 

Lodging  Houses.  There  are  none  in  the  District. 

Water  Supply.  There  is  a  constant  public  service  of  good 
quality  within  the  district  of  and  under  the  control  of  the  local 
authority.  The  Hill-dale  portion  or  district  of  Wrightington 
has  also  a  public  supply  from  the  same  source. 
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Disinfection.  This  is  carried  out  by  means  of  fumigation 
from  sulphur.  '

The  total  births  show  an  increase  of  3,  being  34,  with  a 
rate  of  22.7,  against  31  and  a  rate  of  21.37  for  1906. 

The  total  deaths  show  an  increase,  being  15,  against  7  for 
1906,  and  a  rate  of  10,03  and  4.82  respectively. 

This  number  is  made  up  as  follows :  Senile  Decay  4, 
Apoplexy  2,  Pneumonia  1,  Cancer  2,  Anaemia  1,  Debility  1, 
Parturition  1,  Croup  1,  Wasting  1,  and  Accident  by  Drowning  1. 

Infantile  Deaths.  The  deaths  in  infants  under  1  year 
numbered  2,  as  compared  with  3  for  the  previous  year.  This 
gives  a  death  rate  of  5.8.  These  deaths  were  due  to  Croup  1, 
and  AVasting  1. 

Zymotic  Deaths.  Only  1  death  occurred  from  Zymotic 
Disease,  viz.,  Croup. 

Zymotic  Enteritis.  The  district  was  entirely  free  from  this 
affection  throughout  the  summer  months. 

Phthisis.  No  deaths  were  attributable  to  this  cause. 

Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases.  The  number  of  cases 
notified  during  the  year  were  8,  as  compared  with  6  for  the 
previous  year.  They  were  made  up  as  follows:  Croup  1, 
Erysipelas  3,  Scarlet  Fever  2,  and  Enteric  Fever  2. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act.  No  action  has  been 
necessary  under  this  Act.  The  supply  of  houses  is  quite 
sufficient  for  the  present  needs  of  the  population. 

Drains ,  Sewage  and  Sewage  Disposal  in  the  higher  portion 
of  the  district  is  by  means  of  cesspools  and  drainage  into  water 
courses.  In  the  lower  portion  it  is  carried  out  by  a  sewage 
scheme  and  dealt  with  by  tanks  and  filter  beds  constructed  on 
the  latest  principles,  and  carried  out,  with  satisfaction. 
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Factories  and  Workshops.  These  are  only  2  in  number,  and 

have  been  inspected,  and  are  conducted  on  the  best  sanitary 
principles. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops.  These  are  in  fairly  good 
order,  and  recommendations  for  improvement  are  being  carried 
out. 


Lodging  Houses.  There  are  none  within  the  District. 

Wafer  Supply .  This  is  a  public  service  from  the  Blackrod 
District  Council,  and  is  constant  and  of  good  quality. 

Disinfection.  This  is  carried  out  by  the  Council  by  means  of 
fumigation  from  sulphur. 

Slaughter  Houses.  There  are  none  within  the  District.

The  births  show  . a  decline  in  number,  being  9,  with  a  rate 
of  22.46  for  1907,  a*  compared  with  14  and  a  rate  of  31.60  for 


1906. 


The  total  deaths  show  an  increase  by  5,  being  9,  with  a  rate 
of  22.24  for  1907,  against  4  and  a  rate  of  9.02  for  the  previous 
year. 

Infantile  Deaths.  The  deaths  in  infants  under  1  year 
number  2,  with  a  rate  of  2.0  for  1907,  compared  with  none  in 


1900. 


1  death  was  due  to  Pneumonia,  and  the  other  from  Zymotic 
Disease 

Zymotic  Diseases.  There  was  only  1  death  from  Zymotic 
disease,  an  infant,  and  due  to  Diphtheria. 

Phthisis.  One  death  occurred  from  this  cause,  combined 
with  Heart  disease  in  a  male,  at  the  age  of  37  years. 

Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases.  The  number  of  cases 
notified  were  7,  against  1  for  1906.  Of  these  5  were  Scarlet 
Fever,  1  Erysipelas,  and  1  Diphtheria, 


Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act.  No  action  lias  been 
necessary,  the  population  being  a  small  one,  of  a  scattered 
character. 

Drains,  Sewage  and  Sewage  Disposal.  There  is  no  sewage 
Scheme  in  existence.  Privy  middens  are  mostly  in  existence, 
and  a  few  cesspools.  Some  portion  of  the  disposal  of  refuse  is 
by  contract,  whilst  in  some  cases  it  is  carried  out  by  arrange¬ 
ment  with  neighbouring  farmers,  and  disposed  of  on  agricultural 
land. 

Factories  and  Workshops.  There  are  none  in  the  District. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops.  The  shippons  have  been 
inspected,  and  found  to  be  well  kept. 

Lodging  Houses.  There  are  none  of  these  in  the  District. 

Water  Supply.  There  is  an  abundance  of  water  in  the 
district  from  springs  and  deep  wells.  Though  hard,  the  water 
is  of  good  quality. 


Disinfection.  This  is  carried  out  by  fumigation  from 
sulphur. 

Slaughter  Houses.  There  are  none  within  the  district.

The  births  (8)  show  an  increase  of  1  over  7  for  the  previous 
year,  the  rates  being  29.09  for  1907,  against  25.64  for  1906. 

The  deaths  (5)  are  the  same  as  for  the  previous  year,  the 
annual  rate  being  equal  to  18.01. 

There  were  no  deaths  under  1  year.  The  deaths  registered 
were  due  to  Croup  2,  Phthisis  1,  Dentition  1,  and  Cirrhosis  of 
Liver  1. 

Zymotic  Deaths.  These  comprised  the  2  cases  of  Croup 
before  referred  to,  and  give  a  rate  of  mortality  of  7.27. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Zymotic  Enteritis. 

Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases.  Only  2  cases  (Croup) 
were  notified,  and  both  proved  fatal. 

Water  Supply.  The  Platt  Lane  and  Chorley  Lane  portions 
of  the  District  have  a  good  public  supply,  which  is  constant  and 
of  good  quality  The  remaining  portion  gets  the  supply  from 
deep  wells,

for  Division  No.  1,  under  the  Wigan  Rural  District  Council  for 

the  year  1907. 


Sixteen  notices  have  been  served  for  the  abatement  of 
Nuisances,  fourteen  of  which  have  been  complied  with,  and  two 
are  still  in  abeyance.  No  legal  proceedings  have  been  necessary 
to  enforce  compliance. 

The  Factories  and  Workshops!  have  been  found  in  a  sanitary 
and  satisfactory  condition. 

No  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  met  with,  and  no  action 
found  necessary  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  And  no  com¬ 
plaints  have  been  made  of  Sfnoke  nuisance. 

There  have  been  thirty-four  Canal  Boats  inspected,  which 
provided  living  accommodation  for  106  adult  persons,  but 
occupied  only  by  35  men,  5  women,  and  5  children,  all  the 
children  being  under  five  years  of  age  ;  the  boats  being  found  in 
a  good  state  of  repair  and  painting,  and  the  cabins  well  and 
cleanly  kept.  And  no  cases  of  infectious  disease  has  been  met 
with .

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Report  for  1907. 

Only  five  nuisances  were  found  to  exist  during  the  past 
year,  and  these  were  all  drain  blockages.  Notices  were  served, 
and  each  matter  received  due  attention.  All  workshops  were 
inspected  and  found  to  be  in  a  good  sanitary  condition.  All 
houses  where  infectious  or  contagious  disease  existed  were 
inspected,  and  same  have  been  fumigated  and  re-limewashed,  etc.
